OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Contributors  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  submitting  the 
Ninth  Annual  Report,  recognizes  the  necessity  of  presenting 
the  condition  of  the  Hospital,  which  is  better  than  at  any 
time  during  the  nine  years  of  its  existence. 

The  Hospital  Building  which,  at  date  of  last  report,  had 
six  floors,  now  has  seven. 

The  fifth  floor  has  been  suitably  fitted  for  private  rooms, 
and  the  Board  considers  the  results  of  its  efforts  in  so  enlarg¬ 
ing  the  bed-room  capacity  and  in  the  painting  of  the  walls 
and  ceilings,  thereby  adding  greatly  to  the  conveniences  and 
to  the  beauty  of  the  interior  of  the  Hospital,  worthy  of 
appreciation. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  profound  thanks  to  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  the  Legislature  and  to  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  appropriation 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  through  which  liberality  it 
has  been  enabled  to  make  general  improvements  greatly  needed 
and  to  purchase  the  building  adjoining  the  Hospital  at  the 
corner  of  Eighteenth  and  Cherry  Streets. 

All  of  the  imperative  needs  of  the  Hospital  are  not  yet, 
however,  supplied.  The  contributors  and  the  charitable 
public  should  know  that  the  improvements  made,  and  others 
in  contemplation,  are  necessarily  matters  of  great  concern  to 
those  immediately  interested ;  and  that  efforts  are  required 
to  be  made  which  shall  secure  a  fund  from  which  a  revenue 
can  be  derived. 
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The  Board  acknowledges  its  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  the  services  so  efficiently  and 
cheerfully  rendered. 

To  Mrs.  Kendal  and  The  Ladies’  Aid  Society  who  so 
largely  and  efficiently  assisted  in  furnishing  the  rooms  on  the 
fifth  floor,  the  Board  extends  its  warm  and  grateful  thanks. 

In  the  appended  report  of  the  late  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Alexander  Ramsay,  is  to  be  found  the  details  of  manage¬ 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Medico-Chirurgical  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  January  29,  1894. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Gentlemen  : — I  hereby  submit  my  last  Annual  Report. 
During  the  year  there  were  admitted  and  treated  in  the  wards 
and  rooms  of  the  hospital,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  male, 
and  three  hundred  and  thirty  (330)  female  patients.  In  the 
receiving  ward  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eight  (1308) 
accident  cases  were  treated ;  in  the  dispensary  service  six 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight  (6948)  cases,  making 
a  total  of  nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty- one  (9261) 
patients.  Fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
(15,378)  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  the  drug  store.  The 
year  just  closed  has  been  an  eventful  period  in  the  history 
of  the  institution,  and  one  of  hard  work  and  anxiety  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  hospital,  and  much  was  accom¬ 
plished  through  the  staunch  support  which,  on  all  occasions, 
the  Hospital  Committee  rendered  your  Superintendent.  As 
will  be  seen  by  an  accompanying  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Real  Estate,  the  facilities  of  the  hospital  have  been  greatly 
increased  and  improved  during  the  year. 

Although  so  much  has  been  achieved,  much  more  is 
required  to  keep  pace  with  the  ever  increasing  demands  of 
charity. 

The  present  occasion  is  opportune  for  stating  that  the 
services  of  the  Visiting  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
have  been  faithfully  rendered.  The  Resident  Physicians, 
Drs.  Edwin  G.  Thompson,  W.  W.  McKelvey,  Chas.  L. 
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Furbush,  and  H.  S.  Kinne,  deserve  credit  for  the  capable 
manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties.  The 
Apothecary,  Mr.  D.  A.  Nolan,  merits  special  mention  for  his 
efficiency  and  integrity. 

Dr.  John  H.  Eagan  attended  to  his  duties  as  Registrar 
very  satisfactorily. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  constantly  proving  its 
usefulness;  the  nurses  give  the  patients  superior  care  and 
attention,  and  credit  is  due  to  the  Head  Nurse,  Miss  M.  T. 
Daily,  for  close  attention  to  the  duties  of  her  position. 

Reports  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Hospital  and 
Dispensary  services  are  appended  and  are  worthy  of  perusal. 

In  conclusion,  having  resigned  my  position  to  begin  the 
practice  of  medicine,  the  official  relationship  with  the  Medico- 
Chirurgical  Hospital  terminates  to-day.  While  thus  severing 
my  connection  with  the  hospital  I  shall  ever  hold  dear  the 
true  friendship,  advice,  and  many  acts  of  kindness  I  have 
received  from  your  Honorable  Board.

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REPORT  OF  REAL  ESTATE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  on  Real  Estate  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report,  for  the  year,  of  the  duties  performed  under 
its  jurisdiction  :  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  announce 
the  completion  of  the  unfinished  fifth  story.  The  additional 
fifteen  rooms  thus  acquired  add  materially  to  the  capacity  of 
the  building,  and  they  are  another  step  in  the  progressive 
charity  which  is  characteristic  of  the  institution.  These 
rooms,  when  properly  furnished,  will  markedly  increase  the 
usefulness  of  this  noble  branch  of  brotherly  aid;  and  judg¬ 
ing  from  what  has  already  been  accomplished  in  this  direction 
through  the  unselfish  and  energetic  work  of  the  Ladies’  Aid 
Society  of  the  hospital  we  think  we  are  warranted  in  antici¬ 
pating  a  speedy  equipment  of  these  much  needed  rooms ; 
but  we  trust  this  favorable  outlook  will  not  deter  the  trustees’ 
friends,  and  the  public,  from  making  strenuous  efforts  to 
continue  this  generous  work  to  the  necessary  end.  The 
utilization  of  the  building,  from  basement  to  dome  has  been 
assured  by  the  introduction  of  a  Stokes  &  Parish  elevator 
(hydraulic)  constructed  with  special  reference  to  hospital  ser¬ 
vice.  The  laundry  has  been  equipped  by  the  Hospital 
Supply  Company  with  modern  machinery,  which  insures 
thoroughness  and  despatch,  two  essentials  in  the  treatment 
and  prevention  of  disease.  The  interior  of  the  hospital  and 
adjoining  dispensary  rooms  have  been  made  more  attractive 
by  the  liberal  use  of  paint  and  putty,  while  many  minor 
internal  improvements  contribute  no  little  in  convenience 
and  general  appearance.  While  we  have  given  special  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  interior  we  have  not  altogether,  as  will  be 
seen,  neglected  the  exterior.  A  very  extensive  and  complete 


fire-escape  has  been  erected  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  covering  the  entire  east  side  of  the 
main  building,  and  affording  egress  from  every  window  by 
means  of  ample  and  continuous  platforms  with  double  rows 
of  stairs,  so  arranged  as  to  be  of  the  greatest  utility,  and 
extending,  with  guarded  flanks,  to  the  ground,  thus  presenting 
a  secure  and  picturesque  appearance.  The  roofs  have  been 
carefully  inspected  and  repaired,  and  a  storm  shelter  has  been 
built  at  the  dispensary  entrance.  From  the  statement  sub¬ 
mitted,  it  will  be  evident  that  the  Real  Estate  Committee  has 
been  a  busy  one,  and  for  any  seeming  want  of  activity,  or 
delay  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  we  can  only  plead  the 
interest  of  the  hospital.

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REPORT  OF  LADIES’  AID  SOCIETY  TO  THE 
MEDICO-CHIRURGICAL  HOSPITAL. 

On  the  4th  of  December,  1893,  this  Society  was  formed 
by  a  few  ladies  with  the  object  of  benefiting  the  Hospital  in 
many  ways  which  are  a  little  beyond  the  immediate  needs  of 
the  Institution.  That  such  an  organization  was  desirable, 
may  be  easily  seen  by  the  amount  of  work  already  success¬ 
fully  accomplished.  On  December  15th,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Kendal, 
of  London,  gave  a  reading,  the  proceeds  of  which  amounted 
to  six  hundred  dollars.  This  money  was  expended  on  the 
complete  furnishing  of  three  rooms.  On  February  24th,  Dr. 
A.  Graham  Reed,  of  Philadelphia,  gave  an  illustrated  lecture, 
which  brought  in  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This  has 
enabled  the  members  to  paint  and  refurnish  the  two  Board 
Rooms  in  the  Hospital.  Various  other  details  were  added, 
such  as  night  dresses  for  men,  women  and  children  ;  window 
shades ;  Macintosh  sheets ;  spoons  and  forks ;  etc.  At 
Christmas  time  many  gifts  were  sent  by  friends,  as  seen  in  the 
adjoining  list. 

There  are  still  several  empty  rooms,  and  it  is  the  desire 
of  this  Society  to  see  them  all  thoroughly  furnished  before 
the  close  of  1894.
